Lawmaker Raps

Assemblyman Thomas Rees 1D 
Beverly Hills) charged before an 
assembly subcommittee recently 
that education courses at Califor- 
nia’s state colleges offer “no in- 
tellectual challenge.” 

The Southern California law- 
maker went on to say, “aiter 
taking a semester of education 
courses, you're ready for a men- 
tal institution.” 

Rees’ charges came during a 
hearing by a subcommittee of the 
Assembly Ways and Means Com- 
mittee which was discussing the 
proposed $40 million budget for 
support of the state's 10 state 
colleges.

He said the 
state board of education required

teachers by doing away with

Hits Parking Problem 
jitor of The Hornet: 

Last spring according to Dr. 
Albright’s figures, 4,384 students 
were registered at Sacramento 
State College. Even then, parking 
was not difficult, it was impos- 


sible! The facilities available at 
that time were not really ade- 
quate for half that number, This 
semester, two important things 
have happened to make parking 
even more impossible. First, the 
large parking area on the south 
side of the campus near the Edu- 
cation building has been closed in 
order to build a new classroom 
building, and second, this sermmes- 
ter the total enrollment was in- 
creased to 4,649 students —a gain 
of 265 students with a loss of 
total parking area. 

Two weeks ago, the editor of 
The Hornet stated that ‘The 
parking problem stems basically 
from the limited amount of physi- 
cal area available to park and a 
large number of cars.” This is 
fairly basic logic, but herein lies 
our reason for this letter: Har- 
ried students, finding no parking 
places available and class time 
rapidly approaching have been 
forced to park in some of this 
“physical area” which is not de- 
signated for parking. There then 
appears on the scene, one Dewey 
James and his cohorts and with 
freshly-sharpened pencils in their 
hands and sadistic gleams in their 
eyes, they proceed to write out 
tickets for all those cars not 
parked in the specifically marked 
spaces. These tickets will cost 
those college students $2.50 
apiece. a sium Which most college 
students can ill afford to donate 
to the city. Keep in mind here, 
that Mr. James is not hired by 
the city, but by Sacramento State 
College. It eeems to these auth- 
ors that Mr. James should con- 
sider the inadequate parking, the 
large number of cars, and the fi- 
nancial state of the college stu- 
dent in these cases and should 
not issue tickets unless these cars 
are actually blocking the road- 
way or are parked in a dangerous 
place. Let Mr. James and his 
stooges vent their aggressions 
elsewhere.
